“ N ow for the L eague,” says th e 
N ew York Evening Post, declaring in 
substance, th a t the early entrance of 
the United States into th e L eague of 
N ations is the 
most 
im p o rta n t 
and 
most pressing task before Mr. H a r d ­ 
ing and pledging him “ its best en er­ 
gies, its h eartiest and 
m ost 
cordial 
su p p o rt” in the undertaking. T he N ew 
York T ribune, which su pported H a rd ­ 
ing in the cam paign, w hereas th e Ev­ 
ening Post supported 
Cox, 
is of the 
sam e opinion. 
It points out th a t the 
republican platform calls for an in­ 
ternatio nal organization 
an d 
th a t if 
“ the present League is so interw oven 
into international relations as to offer 
th e best hope, th a t then he (President­ 
elect H arding) is for going into it.” 
Mr. T aft adds his voice also. “ The ene­
